At least 
one person was reported killed 
and a number wounded in clash- 
es between rioters and police. 


Police used tear gas to quell 


demonstrators in Quito, the cap- 
ital, and Guayaquil, the nation's 
biggest city, where student, la- 
bor and political organizations 
have been trying to force the 
junta to hold national elections. 


Troops were called out last 


Friday to deal with demonstra- 
tors in the two cities. 


Junta Secretary-General Her- 


. nan Donoso said one policeman 
was killed Monday night and 
four wounded in street fighting 
in Quito. Student sources said 
one of their group received a 
bullet wound in the thigh. 


Authorities said a number of 


students were arrested, includ- 
ing student leader Artemidoro 
Zevallos. The students began 
demonstrating after a meeting 
of their federation. One student 
carried a poster reading "We 
are the soldiers — down with 
the generals." 


Rioters in Guayaquil tied up 


traffic and caused audiences to 
abandon theaters and movie 
houses. 


Many Injured 


A number of persons were 


wounded before police restored 
order. An unconfirmed report 
said one person died of injuries. 


University students in Guaya- 


quil declared a 24-hour strike to 
back up their demands for na- 
tional elections. 


Former Presidents Galo Pla- 


za and Andres F. Cordova con- 
ferred with the junta on ways to 
end the political crisis. 


A third ex-president, Camilo 


Ponce, arrested during a dem- 
onstration Friday, was set free 
Monday night, the junta an- 
nounced. 


The four-man military Junta 


took over in July 1963 after 
throwing out President Carlos 
Arosemena because his drinking 
had become a public scandal.

In briefest summary, here is

Monetary Systems 


The world's finance ministers 


are 
finally 
recognizing 
that 


trade is outgrowing the mone- 
tary system created 21 years 
ago at Bretton Woods, N H 


Rising world trade In the future 
cannot be supported just by the 
US. dollar, the British pound 
and the International Monetary 
Fund (this is the fund to which 
102 nations now contribute funds 
so the IMF has reserves to lend 
to countries when their curren- 
cies get into trouble). 


The world's finance ministers 


also are finally recognizing that 
as the U.S. erases the deficit in 
its balance of payments we will 
contribute to a credit pinch in 
the free world, for the simple 
reason is that our dollars no 
longer will be pouring out in 
such vast amounts. Our balance 
of payments has been in the 
black for the past four months 
— 
giving 
other 
nations 
a 


preview of what pinch could 
come. 


Against this background, here 


is what is going on. 


Balance of Payments 


Active bilateral negotiations 


on monetary reform began with 
the two-day talks between Brit- 
ish Chancellor of the Exchequer 
James Callaghan and Treasury 
Secretary Henry H. Fowler in 
Washington a fortnight ago. On 
the surface little hard 
news 


seemed 
to come out of the 


meeting—but this was deliber- 
ate. We are determined to avoid 
taking an open lead in currency 
negotiations until our balance of 
sayments has been in the black 
'or a considerable period 


But much is taking place 


beneath the surface. For in- 
stance, we absolutely rule out 
any return to the gold standard 
or any raise in the gold price. 
'We won't even enter a room 
where this is being discussed," 


says one U.S. official. We insist 
that in any system, the U.S. 
dollar must continue to be a key 
world reserve currency. 


We 
are 
inclined 
to 
favor 


reform which would expand the 
functions of the existing IMF 
and which well might include 
creation of a new "artificial" 
Currency Reserve Unit to be 
used as a supplement in settling 
international accounts. The unil 
would consist, in addition to the 
dollar and pound, of such leading 
currencies as the mark, the 
franc, the yen, etc. The desig- 
nated countries would deposit 
fixed amounts of their curren- 
cies with the IMF, which then 
would issue the "CRU" units 
Plans for "CRU's" have 
been 


developed by Edward Bernstein 
of the U S. and Valery Giscard 
d'Estamg of France—a most 
provocative combination of na- 
tions. 


No Plan 


We will not come up officially 


with a plan of our own at this 
stage. "If we did, we'd put the 
kiss 
of 
death 
on 
it," 
an 


authority remarks. 


We will, though, pursue hard 


talks at the highest levels with 
other individual countries. On 
and off the record, debate on 
monetary reform will dominate 
the 
International 
Monetary 


Fund's annual meeting in Sep- 
tember. 


After the September meeting 


Fowler himself may visit his 
counterparts in leading nations 
to discuss reform details. 


The big news is that serious 


talks actually have started on 
how 
to 
revise 
the 
world's 


monetary system. 


We are aiming for fundamen- 


tal—not fringe—revision and are 
jrobing for areas of agreement. 
We have set a tentative time- 
table under which "progress" 
might be discernible by year- 
end. We are moving—at last— 
and our officials believe in time 
to avert a world money crisis.

One student 
carried a poster reading "We 
are the soldiers — down with 
the generals."

commission,

sions of friendship for Canada's 
government and people. 


I tried occasionally to use this 


mood of hospitality to explain 
the United States to the Chinese 
—to point out that there were 
many good things in America 
and her people, and that the 
picture was not so black as the 
Chinese imagine it to be. This 
kind, of bridge building, I soon 
found, was not wanted. 


Victim of. Aggression 


The usual Chinese reaction 


was to say that they understood 
why a Canadian had to talk this 
way, 
because we were victims 


of American economic aggres- 
sion and did not dare, as yet, to 
confront our tormentors. But 
they added, hopefully, the day 
of our liberation would come, 
and the Chinese people would do 
everything in their power to 
support their Canadian brothers 
against the American tyrants. 


The overwhelming 
impres- 


sions one brings away from Chi- 
na are not so much of the sys- 
tem as of the people, without 
whose support the system could 
not survive. 


Unexpected Friendliness 


Their friendliness toward the 


Western visitor is 
something 


that I didn't expect. It meets 
one on every hand — on the 
streets of the cities, in the 
schools and universities, in the 
factories and on the communes. 


Some of my questions could 


easily have been construed as 
being hostile, and many times I 
braced myself for an angry re- 
ply. It never came — the tough- 
est questions were met with 
smiles, and there was always an 
attempt to make an honest an- 
swer. Usually, we agreed to dif- 
fer on the meaning of honesty. 


The people I saw seemed hap- 


py and well-fed. Yet the work 
loads they carry would be intol- 
erable in most other countries. 


Yet it does seem to have 


produced a way of life for the 
Chinese worker and 
peasant 


that is better in the material 
sense than anything he knew 
before.

licans haven't come up with 
any fresh issues since the vot- 
ers overwhelmingly repudiated 
| them and their ideas in the 1964 
elections. 


It's a subdued party which 


makes it the strangest sight in a 
generation — at least in Con- 
gress where last year it won 
only 140 House seats to 295 for 
the Democrats 
and 
only 32 


places in the Senate to 68 for the 
Democrats. 


In March Leonard Hall, for- 


mer chairman of the OOP's Na- 
tional Committee, said the party 
"is in bad shape." Republicans 
have said very little since to 
make them sound more optimis- 
tic than Hall. 


fiurch Prediction 


Last month the new chair- 


man, Ray Bliss, very modestly 
said "we honestly believe we 
can make gains," which is a far 
cry from the forecast of his 
predecessor, Dean Burch, who 
predicted Republican victory in 
1964. 


But Bliss said that if the Re- 


publicans are going to make 
gains in the 1966 congressional 
elections they will have to pick 
outstanding 
candidates 
and 


campaign vigorously. 


Yet, they don't even agree 


among 
themselves 
on 
what 


stand Republicans should take 
in Congress or what the issues 
are or might be. 


Last March one of the most 


powerful 
House 
Republicans, 


Rep. Melvin R. Laird of Wiscon- 
sin, said "we may be danger- 
ously close to ending any sup- 
port" for President Johnson's 
policy in Viet Nam. 


Dirksen Stand 


But the most powerful Repub- 


lican in the Senate, Sen. Ever- 
ett, M. Dirksen of Illinois, disa- 
greed, saying Senate Republi- 
cans will continue to "uphold 
the hands of the President" in 
Viet Nam. 


Laird, who perhaps comes 


closest to being Johnson's most 
constant critic among House 
Republicans, but pretty infre- 
quently at that, denounced the 
Johnson 
administration 
for 


"seeking 
one-party 
govern- 


ment'" and the subjugation of 
Congress. 


As a result of the massive Re- 


publican defeat in 1964, he said, 
"it cannot be lost on the Ameri- 
can people that we have come 
to the dangerous brink of one- 
party government." 


System in Jeopardy 


About three months later the 


Republicans' House leader, Rep. 
Gerald R. Ford of Michigan, 
echoed Laird, saying he be- 
lieves the two-party system is 
in jeopardy. 


Ford said that when the Pres- 


ident presents his legislative 
proposals "the Democrats in 
Congress don't know whether to 
click their heels or clap their 
hands." 


But the day after making this 


gloomy forecast he was saying 
victory is in the air for the Re- 
publican party, which means 
the opposite of jeopardy for the 
two-party system. 


He said there were "sounds of 


unrest signaling the awakening 
of the American electorate." 


Last week Ford and Laird, 


after failing to get a Republican 
substitute through the House, 
along with 110 other Republi- 
cans joined 221 Democrats in 
appproving the Johnson admin- 
istration's bill to protect Ne- 
;roes' voting rights. 


Only 24 Republicans voted 


against it, along with 61 Demo- 
crats. 


In the Senate 13 Republicans 


teamed up with 55 Democrats to 
push through Johnson's meas- 
ure to provide medical care for 
people 65 or over. Fourteen Re- 
publicans and seven Democrats 
voled against. 


Ford last month laid down as 


one of the rules for Republican 
victories in 1966 support for the 
present, administration when it 
is right, opposition to it when it 
is wrong.

NEW YORK (AP) - One of 


the byproducts of the recent 
hullabaloo in the stock market 
is still with us: signs of an in- 
creasing conflict between the 


; easy and tight money advo- 
cates. 


Should the United States keep 


prosperity rolling by making 
credit abundant at low interest 
rates? Or should it heed past 
examples of overconfidence and 
nip a possible speculative boom 
to stave off' a bust? 


One of the reasons apparently 


behind the selling wave on Wall 
Street was fear that the Federal 
Reserve Board would further 
tighten up on credit and interest 
rates. And all the talk brought 
out the difference in opinion be- 
tween Johnson administration 
leaders who want easy money 
and the Federal Reserve Board 
which traditionally is more cau- 
tious. 


The Federal Reserve Board 


has tightened the money supply 
a little of late! But credit is still 
easy — as witness the steep rise 
in personal and business debts. 


Tlie debate is the perennial 


one: Are people getting in over 
their depths? Would a marked 
slackening in the business pace 
and in job opportunities, and 
hence in personal incomes, top- 
ple many family budgets and 
bring on general distress? 


The administration 
and the 


board seem agreed on one thing 
— at the moment the economy 
is strong and the credit burden 
thus doesn't seem dangerous. 


The.,conflict, as Wall Street 


sees it, is over the chancey fu- 
ture: Will the economy continue 
to expand? And at what pace? 


Moderate Gains 


Steady and moderate gains 


would seem to offer only minor 
problems and many wished for 
benefits. But a big expansion, if 
based on still easier credit and 
still greater accumulation of 
personal and business debts, 
might lead to an overheating of 
the economy with an inevitable 
downturn ahead. And then, say 
the conservatives, look out for 
trouble among those who have 
piled their debts too high. 


Defenders of the spread of the 


habit of fashioning family budg- 
ets to the ratio of monthly pay- 
ments to expectable income 
point to the fact that personal 
savings have risen along with 
personal debts. 


But the conservatives warn 


against 
generalizations. 
They 


say that many who have in- 
creased their savings may have 
little or no debt. And many who 
have taken on more instalment 
debts may have little if any sav- 
ings. 


It's the latter who would be 


hurt if something happened to 
jobs and incomes. 


The easy money school argues 


that the best way to assure 
more people of having jobs and 
good incomes is to make credit 
easy enough for business to bor- 
row to expand its activities — 
and for consumers to borrow to 
buy the goods that increased 
industrial activity will offer. 


And that- is -one of the things 


that stock traders were won- 
dering about: Will business go 
on expanding? Will employment 
continue to increase? Will a 
conflict between easy credit and 
tight money advocates develop 
and add .still another uncertain- 
ty .to the economic outlook? 


Many are betting on the ad- 


ministration to win and credit to 
stay fairly plentiful and cheap. 
But some look for the Federal 
Reserve Board to get more wor- 
ried about the size of consumer 
and business debts and what 
might happen if the economic 
expansion .plans didn't pan out 
as expected.

sions of friendship for Canada's 
government and people. 


I tried occasionally to use this 


mood of hospitality to explain 
the United States to the Chinese 
—to point out that there were 
many good things in America 
and her people, and that the 
picture was not so black as the 
Chinese imagine it to be. This 
kind of bridge building, I soon 
found, was not wanted. 


Victim of Aggression 


The usual Chinese reaction 


was to say that they understood 
why a Canadian had to talk this 
way, 
because we were victims 


of American economic aggres- 
sion and did not dare, as yet, to 
confront our tormentors. But 
they added, hopefully, the day 
of our liberation would come, 
and the Chinese people would do 
everything in their power to 
support their Canadian brothers 
against the American tyrants. 


The overwhelming 
impres- 


sions one brings away from Chi- 
na are not so much of the sys- 
tem as of the people, without 
whose support the system could 
not survive. 


Unexpected Friendliness 


Their friendliness toward the 


Western visitor 
is something 


that I didn't expect. It meets 
one on every hand — on the 
streets of the cities, in the 
schools and universities, in the 
factories and on the communes. 


Some of my questions could 


easily have been construed as 
being hostile, and many times I 
braced myself for an angry re- 
ply. It never came — the tough- 
est questions were met with 
smiles, and there was always an 
attempt to make an honest an- 
swer. Usually, we agreed to dif- 
fer on the meaning of honesty. 


The people I saw seemed hap- 


py and well-fed. Yet the work 
loads they carry would be intol- 
erable in most other countries. 


Yet it does seem to have 


produced a way of life for the 
Chinese worker and 
peasant 


that is better in the material 
sense than 
before.

Bliss Claims Party 
Can Gain With 
Good Candidates

WASHINGTON (AP)-Repub- 


licans haven't come up with 
any fresh issues since the vot- 
ers overwhelmingly 
repudiated 


them and their ideas in the 1964 
elections. 


It's a subdued party which 


makes it the strangest sight in a 
generation — at least in Con- 
gress where last year it won 
only 140 House seats to 295 for 
the 
Democrats 
and 
only 32 


places in the Senate to 68 for the 
Democrats. 


In March Leonard Hall, for- 


mer chairman of the GOP's Na- 
tional Committee, said the party 
"is in bad shape." Republicans 
have said very little since to 
make them sound more optimis- 
tic than Hall. 


Burch Prediction 


Last month the new chair- 


man, 
Ray Bliss, very modestly 


said "we honestly believe we 
can make gains," which is a far 
cry from the forecast of his 
predecessor. Dean Burch, who 
predicted Republican victory in 
1964. 


But Bliss said that if the Re- 


publicans are going to make 
gains in the 1966 congressional 
elections they will have to pick 
outstanding 
candidates 
and 


campaign vigorously. 


Yet, they don't even agree 


among 
themselves 
on 
what 


stand Republicans should take 
in Congress or what the issues 
are or might be. 


Last March one of the most 


powerful 
House 
Republicans, 


Rep. Melvin R. Laird of Wiscon- 
sin, 
said "we may be danger- 


ously close to ending any sup- 
port" for President Johnson's 
policy in Viet Nam. 


Dirksen Stand 


But the most powerful Repub- 


lican in the Senate, Sen. Ever- 
ett, M. Dirksen of Illinois, disa- 
greed, saying Senate Republi- 
cans will continue to "uphold 
the hands of the President" in 
Viet Nam. 


Laird, who perhaps comes 


closest to being Johnson's most 
constant critic among House 
Republicans, but pretty infre- 
quently at that, denounced the 
Johnson 
administration 
for 


"seeking 
one-party 
govern- 


ment" and the subjugation of 
Congress. 


As a result of the massive Re- 


publican defeat in 1964, he said, 
"it cannot be lost on the Ameri- 
can people that we have come 
to the dangerous brink of one- 
party government." 


System in Jeopardy 


About three months later the 


Republicans' House leader, Rep. 
Gerald R. Ford of Michigan, 
echoed Laird, saying he be- 
lieves the two-party system is 
in jeopardy. 


Ford said that when the Pres- 


ident presents his legislative 
proposals "the Democrats in 
Congress don't know whether to 
click their heels or clap their 
hands." 


But the day after making this 


gloomy forecast he was saying 
victory is in the air for the Re- 
publican party, which means 
the opposite of jeopardy for the 
two-party system. 


He said there were "sounds of 


unrest signaling the awakening 
of the American electorate." • 


Last week Ford and Laird, 


after failing to get a Republican 
substitute through the House, 
along with 110 other Republi- 
cans joined- 221 Democrats in 
appproving the Johnson admin- 
istration's bill to protect Ne-
